Admission of Women to Tale. 


After s vigorous review of the ob- 


stacles which have opposed the higher 
education of woinon in this country, 
President Dwight, of Yale, explains that 
the graduate courses at Yale have been 
ipeued to both sexes, and is careful to 
jdd that by this action "the university 
Iocs not propone to introduce changes in 
the undergraduate life or to institute 
uiy ne'v system which vail in any sense 
i>st.iblirfh what is called coeducation." 
Just what Yale has done. President 
Dwigl.t espltiius as follows: 


The authorities of this university have 


not utlooipted in connection with their 1 
-i-Uon to decide the question of tha best 
possible method of carrying forward 
under.<v,i<lnates' education for the two 
gezen under all circumstances. 
They 


have observed and considered the exist- 
ing fi ets, mid in view of them have 
taken what they believe to be a desira- 
ble i-onrse for all the highest interests 
in the case. The decision to which they 
have coiuo is to open the graduate or, as 
they !\re frequently called, the post- 
graduate courses of study leading to the 
degree of doctor of philosophy to candi- 
dates of both sexes. These candidates 
ore to be graduates of colleges, or, in ex- 
coption.U cases, by special permission, 
other persouB of liberal education. 


The number of such exceptional cases 


in the past has been very small, the 
whole" body of students in these courses, 
Bubst. ulially. being college graduates. 
No others have been admitted whose 
progre&s uud attainments have not been 
ascertained to be abundantly sufficient 
to qualify them for pursuing the studies, 
and also for purhuing them on equal 
terms with their associates who have 
obtained the bachelor's degree. 
The 


young women, accordingly, who will be 
received will be of an ago and at a stage 
of -development and progress which are 
beyond the undergraduate period. They 
will be, like the young men of the grad- 
uate department, persons who are giv- 
ing themselves to special studies much 
after the same manner as professional 
students who devote themselves to the 
work of the professional schools.— 
Fornin.

the needs of the people, and in willingness to 
risk its life and hope upon the people's intelli- 
gence and patriotism, lie declared that never 
had a great party a better incentive for effort 
than that now presented. He said: "Turn- 
ing our eyes to the plain people in bur land, we 
see them burdened as consumers with a tariff 
system that unjustly and relentlessly demands 
from them in, the purchase of the comforts and 
the necessaries of life, an amount scarcely to 
ba met by the wages ot hard and steady toil* 
while exactions thus wrung from them build up 
and increase .the fortunes of thobe for whose 
benefit this injustice is perpetuated. 
We see 


the farmer listening 
to 
the delusive story 


tfiat fills his mind with visions of advantage, 
while his pocket is robbed by the stealthy hand 
of high protection; our workingmen aie still 
told a tale oft repeated in spite of its demon- 
stiated falsity, that the existing protective tariff 
is a boon to them and that under its beneficent 
operation their wages must increase. 
While 


they listen, scenes are enacted in every abiding 
place of high protection, that mock the hopes 
of toil and attest the tender mercy the woi king- 
man leceives from those made selfish and sor- 
did buy unjust governmental favoritism." 


Mr. Cleveland continued: "Ours is not a 


destructive party. We are not recklessly heed- 
less of any American interest, nor will we 
abandon our regard for them, but we insist 
that no plan of tariff legislation shall be toler- 
ated which has for its object and purpose forced 
contributions from the earnings and income of 
tlie mass of our citizens to swell the accumula- 
tions of a favored few."
